OBITLUARY.

The death of Gustave Struve, the German
is announced. He was born in
Livonia on the 11th of October, 1805, ITe studied
law, and entered the diplomatic service of the
Duke of Oldenburg, and for scveral
vears acted as secretary of the emboassy
during the sessions of the Frankfort Diet. About
1840 he settled at Manheim for the practice of
his profession. He passed much of his time in
scientific studies, and was particularly interested
in phrenology. In 1842 he vigorously atincked
the Baden Government in the Manheim
Jovrnal, of which he was editor, and
wWas a number of times subjected
to fine and imprisonment. Mis paper waa sup-
pressed in 1846, and he then established the Ger-
mian Spectalor, In 1848 be was concerned in an
unsueecessful revolutionary rising, and was com-
pelled to fly to France. In conjunction with
Carl Blind he made another attempt during the
same year, which WS also un-
successful, and he was arrested and sentenced
to five years imprisonment. The insurrection
of May 24, 1849, gcl him free, but he was azain
arrested by M. Bentano, the leader of the new
revolution, on account of his soclialistic teach-
ings. Upon the defeat of the insurrection by
the troops of the Confederation, Struve fled to
Switzerland, from which he was shorlly ex-
pelled. He then resided successiveiy in France,
kFngland, and the United Siates. e was the
author of a number of works on political and
scientific subjects.

BerLIN, Aug. 31.—The ANorth German Gazlis
of this city to-day gives the subjoined statement
as to the organizalion and movements of the
armies of Germany, respecting which many
errcrs have been in circulation Iately. The
Prinee Royal of Saxony commands four divi-
slons, organized as previously reported. This
army bas been ordered to move on Paris by way
of Rhelms, while the 84 Army is moviug to the
game destination through Troyes. Right
army corps are, therefore, now moving on
Paris. The first army is commanded by General
von Steinmetz, and consists of the 1st, 7th, and
8th Army Corpse. This army is now near Metz.
The sccond army I8 that of Prince Frederick
Charles, comprising the 2d, 84, Dth, and 10LL
Army Corps. This Is also near Metz, The
tbird army, commanded by the Royal Prince,
comprises the 5th, 6th, and 11th Corpas, as well
as two Bavarian corps. This army has been
directed to move on Paris by way of Troyes.
The fourth army, that of the Prince Royal of
Saxony, is advancing on Paris by way of Chs-
lons. The fifth army, under General Werther,
embiacing the Wurtemberg and Baden divi-
glong, is now engaged In the slege of Strasburg,
Besides these, there is an army of reserves,
partly under command of the Duke of Meck-
lenburg-Schwerin, on the Rhine; partly undeor
commond of General Cnavstein, at Berlin; and
partly under command of General Lowcenfeld,
in Silesia.
